Pursuant with a warrant under the hands of the Selectmen 
of Bellingham, dated Feb. 10, 1919, the inhabitants of the town 
met at the Town Hall at 6 o’clock in the forenoon and then and 
there proceeded to act under said Wararnt. 

The town clerk read the Warrant and presided till a Mod- 
erator could be elected. 

Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at this meeting. 

A ballot for Moderator was taken. Seven ballots were cast. 
Warren E. Fairbanks had seven and was declared unanimously 
elected. Mr. Fairbanks took the chair. 

Article 2. To bring in their votes to the election officers on 
one ballot for the following town officers: Three Selectmen for 
ene year; “Town Clerk for one year; ‘Town Treasurer for one 
year; One Overseer of the Poor for three years; One Assessor 
of Taxes for three years; One Member of School Committee for 
three years; Four Constables for one year; ‘wo Library Trus- 
feeeeveetiree years; Ihree Fence Viewers for one year; One 
Cemetery Committeeman for three years; One Cemetery Com- 
mitteeman for two years, (to fill vacancy); One Collector of 
Taxes for one year; One Auditor for one year; One Tree Warden 
for one year. Also upon the same ballot to vote upon the ques- 
tion: ‘Shall license be granted for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors: ‘‘Yes” or “No.” The polls will be open at 6 o’clock 
A. M. and may be closed at 4 P. M. 

The Specimen Ballots, Instruction and Penalty Cards were 
posted according to law. ‘The clerks were duly sworn and the 
ballot box was examined and locked. 

The ballot clerks and tellers were: Michael F. Ryan, John 
H. Foley, Patrick J. Murphy, John F. McCarthy, Richard B. 
Sill, Wesley E. Howes, Willie.L. Cook, and Clinton O. Whitney. 
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The ballots were given out to clerks at 6.05 o’clock A. M., 
and voting began. 

At 1.30 o’clock P. M., 100 ballots were taken from the box 
under direction of the Moderator, and counting began. 

Richard B. Sill counted, assisted by Michael F. Ryan. John 
H. Foley kept the tally sheets overlooked by Clinton O. Whitney. 

At 4 o’clock P. M., the polls were closed. 

214 names were found checked on the voters’ check lists and 
214 ballots were found in the ballot box. The ballot box reg- 
istered 211, having failed to register three.

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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


SS eet 


To the Citizens of Bellingham :— 


Your Board of Selectmen herewith present their Annual re- 
port for the year ending December 31st, 1919. 

The Board organized Monday evening, March 10th electing 
Michael J. Kennedy, Chairman, and Percy C. Burr, Clerk of the 
Board. We have held regular weekly meetings throughout the 
year, records of which were duly recorded. 

On July 2d Chairman Michael J. Kennedy resigned as a 
member of the Board after a faithful service on the Board since 
March, 1914, having been Chairman since March, 1916. He re- 
signed to take a Civil Service Position. 

On August 4th, Cornelius J. Foley was elected to fill the 
vacancy and Harold M. Bullard was chosen as Chairman. 

On September 22d, Hadley D. Perkins resigned as a member 
having served two years. He has removed to the State of Maine. 

On October 14th, Harold G. Sackett was elected to fill the 
vacancy. 

The Board acting as Street Commissioners perambulated the 
highways in the early spring and found that a great deal of work 
needed to be done on them. As the town had voted to appropri- 
ate the money for repairs of highways to be used in conjunction 
with the State Highway Commissioners under Chapter 155, Gen- 
eral Acts of 1918, the work was left in charge of the Commis- 
sion’s Engineers as required by the contract. A great deal of 
work has been done; the roads have been dragged faithfully and 
graveled in many of the worst places. While a large sum of 
money was spent not so much was accomplished as could have 
been done in former years for the same sum because of the high 
cost of labor, teams and material. We have only made a start un- 
der Chapter 155, and State supervision, and we recommend that 
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the town continue under this direction and allow a liberal sum 
for the work as the State Commission may make an allowance of 
$50 per mile of roads or in our case $2,050, but to get this the 
town must appropriate $4,100. 

We would add that our State Engineers are conceded to be 
the best road builders in the country. 

Under Chapter 525, General Acts of 1910, with the help of 
Norfolk County and an allotment from the State, 2,500 feet of 
practically new road was built from Hartford Avenue, along 
North Main Street running South. We have good assurance that 
this road from the Medway line on Hartford Avenue, North and 
South Main Streets to the State Line will be taken over as a State 
Highway in the near future, as the burden of upkeep under pres- 
ent traffic conditions is to great for our town to bear. 

South Main Street has been scraped, oiled and patched with- 
‘out avail and the prospect is that this road will be in very poor 
condition despite all effort, and it is recognized that this road 
under the present traffic conditions will have to be made of mac- 
adam or concrete. 

It was thought advisable not to do anything towards ac- 
cepting Governors Avenue this year as no funds were provided 
for this purpose. 

Two new street lights have been installed on Centre Street, 
North of Crooks’ Corner. The price of street lights has been 
increased slightly by the Edison Co. and the Union Lt. & Pr. Co. 
has increased on installation, having decreased the distance from 
400 ft. to 200 ft. light to light. Any increased distance between 
lights, cost of installation to be born by the consumer. 

No recurrence of the Inflenuza epidemic has occured this 
year, and the health of the town is generally good, but the town 
should think seriously of having a District Nurse. 

There is need of a new school room at the South End as the 
schools there are very crowded and many of the scholars are at- 
tending the French schools in Woonsocket. We urge the voters 
to give this their serious thought. 

The M. A. & W. St. Ry. has had to curtail its service dur- 
ing the winter, because their income was not near to covering their 
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expense. The Board has done all in its power to get,as good ser- 
vice as possible. The street railway question is concerning the 
whole country at this time, and only conditions, time, and the 
temper of the people will settle it.

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PUBLICATION OF TOWN HISTORY 


To the Citizens of Bellingham :— 


At the Annual Town Meeting held March 3d, 1919, it was 
voted. “That the town raise and appropriate $560 to publish 
the history of Bellingham written by George F. Partridge. The 
book when published to be sold at $1.00 per copy, and that the 
town clerk, Maurice J. Connolly, and Orville C. Rhodes, be a 
committee to carry out this vote, with the author. $60.00 to be 
paid to George F. Partridge as a contribution towards his ex- 
penses incurred in preparing this history. 

A vote of thanks was extended to Mr, Addison E. Bullard 
for his interest and generosity in this matter. 

The committee met in April and organized with Maurice E. 
Connolly as Chairman, Percy C. Burr as Clerk. 

It was agreed to have 600 copies of the history printed with 
a map of the town and 26 illustrations. 500 were to be bound in 
red cloth with facsimiie of town seal on outside cover. 100 
copies were left unbound for the present. 

It was also agreed that the books were to be left in charge of 
the town clerk, who should sell them to any who desired one. 
Later it was found that as the price of printing and all other ex- 
penses would be much higher than at first anticipated, the selling 
price of the book should remain at $1.00 for taxpayers of the 
town and $1.75 for others, the last price to include postage, com- 
missions and packing. 

The total cost of preparing the books was as follows: 
Printing $686.75, binding $182.15, engraving $120.77, photo- 
graphs $9.00, map $6.00, copyright $2.00, expense of author 
$60.00, making a total of $1,066.67. As the town only voted 
$560.00 for this purpose a deficit of $506.67 was found. This

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used in selling coke, charcoal or kindling wood by measure shall 
be one bushel, or multiple thereof, Massachusetts Standard dry 
measure; that the capacity be marked thereon; and that they 
shall be sealed. 

This action would prevent the use of baskets in which kind- 
ling wood is likely to ‘‘stack’”’ in such a manner as to facilitate the 
giving of short measure; while at the same time leaving users a 
large field from which to select baskets of normal shape.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Committee of Bellingham :— 


The most natural thing in writing the last of a somewhat ._ 


long series of reports would be to write of the progress made in 
the last ten years. A great objection to this is that all might not 
agree that great progress had been made, while if it really had 
been made, it would be conceited to say much about it. Neither 
shall I write a resume of the past eleven years. There is really 
but one school question before the people of the town at the pres- 
ent time, and that is the question of additional school facilities 
for South Bellingham. A few figures will serve to make all 
acquainted with the true conditions there. 

Thus far this year 82 pupils have been registered in the. 
primary room. ‘The next two rooms have not been so badly over- 
crowded yet they contain 46 and 48 pupils respectively. It is 
true there is an assistant in the primary room, for anything like 
satisfactory work would be impossible without one. But the fact 
of 82 pupils being seated in one room shows that there can be 
neither air space enough nor floor space nor room enough to work. 
The room which is now being used for the extra classes is neither 
adequate nor convenient. 

The solution of the difficulty rests with the town. If a por- 
table school house is purchased, it is expensive and inconvenient, 
costing $3,000 or more, and being almost a dead loss when you 
- have no further need of it in that place. If you build an addi- 
tion of two rooms on the north side, it will be likely to meet a per- 
manent need. Additional room in some direction is absolutely 
necessary. 

The substitution of music for drawing this year seems to be 
giving general satisfaction, and you will probably want to con- 
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tinue it. The children seem to enjoy the subject and possess an 
aptitude for it. They are doing splendid work. 

There is no occasion for extending these remarks as they 
were in no sense intended for a formal report.
